Peasants of Northern Hungary Resort 
to Lawlessness. 


ATTEMPT MADE TO BURN A BEURGO- 


MEISTER AND HIS FAMILY,

The Austrian Government Alarmed at 
Russian Encroachments—A Mongol 
Uprising—Von COaprivi Retains the

BuDA-PESTH, March 22,—The distress pre- 
vailing in Northern Hungary among the 
paasants continues to grow more critical. 
The Government has taken measures to aid 


the sufferers, but despite the help extended | 


by the authorities there are many expres- 
sions of discontent, This discontent has 
more than once resulted in acts of lawless- 


‘ness. The latest instance of riotous conduct 


comes from Orecho, in Northern Hungary, 
where a number of peasants thought 
that they had been badly treated in the dis- 
tribution of relief. They determined to take 
revenge on the Burgomeister for their fancied 
wrongs. They went ina body tothe house of 
the Burgomeister, which is on a farma little 
distance from the city, and noiselessly barri- 
eaded the doors and windows s0 as to prevent 
anyone from getting out of the place. Then 
the peasants set fire to the place, their 
avowed intention being to burn the Burgo- 
meister and his family tudeath, They would 
have succeeded in their nefarious design had 
it not been for the fact that the fire was 
seen by a number of farmers, who 
hastened to the scene. They were 
surprised ta see a large body of peasants 
stalking idly about and making no attempt to 
fivbt the fire, butthey soon gained informa- 
tion ofthe peasants’ intentions. They were 
thunderstruck at the cold-blooded brutality 
displayed and at once attempted to rescue the 
imprisoned Burgometster and thejmembers of 
his family. The peasants, however, were not 
disposed to let the farmers do anything anda 
desperate fight occurred before the latter 
could overcome the resistance offered to 
their work of rescue. The fire was gaining 
nstrength every minute and the farmers 
fought with desperation, knowing well that 
if they were defeated those In. the burning 
building would be consumed. The peasants 
were finally put to filght. The barricades 
were then hastily removed and everybody 
in the house was rescued, Inthe meantime 
the flames had gained such headway that 
it was impossible to save the house, The 
peasants who took’ part in the affair are 
known and will be severely punished.

The statement submitted showed 
enormous liabilities in addition to the claim 
of Adolf Grube, amounting to 1,000,000 roubles. 
It was decided to apply for the appointment 
of receivers. 


SAN SALVADOR UNEASY. 

SAN SALVADOR, March 22.—The report that 
President Barrios of Guatemala favors a 
Central American union causes uneasiness 
here, where the idea of union has not been 
popular since the conflict with the former 
Barrios. Saivador is apprehensive that a 
union would result in the little State being 
entirely overshadowed by its neighbors.

BERLIN, March 22.—Dr. Bosse, Secretary of 
State in the Ministry of Justice, will, it is 
stated, take the place of Count Zedlitz as 
Minister of Public Instruction. Count Eulen- 
burg, Grand Marshal ofthe Imperial Court, 
is regarded as the probable successor of Gen. 
Caprivi in the Presidency of the Prussian 
Ministry.

SOCIAL SENSATION. 


Hearts Beginning to Ache Over the Scott 
Divorce Case. 


Sroux Fauxs, 8. D., March 22.—A tremen- 
dous sensation was created here yesterday 
afternoon by the announcement that C. D, 
Scott of the firm of Scott & Thompson, 
wholesalers of farm machinery, had begun 
an action for divorce from his wife, Jennie 
E. Scott.. Mrs. Scott left in December for 
Chicago to complete her education in elocu- 
tion. Scott alleges that his wife has been 
treating him cruelly, has called 
him harsh names and otherwise 
has grievously annoyed him. Mrs. 
Scott in answer denies these allegations and 
charges her husband with being an habitual 
drunkard. She specifically charges him with 
adultery with two women, one of whom was 
formerly a prominent figure in society. She 
alleges that her husband induced her to leave 
for Chicago, in order to begin the action for 
divorce. She asks the custody of the child, 
$200 a month alimony and a divorce, with 
division of the property. Scott has been to 
Chicago to induce his wife to withdraw the 
charges, but she refuses, and all the efforts 
to hush up the matter were abandoned -when 
the papers were filed at 2 o’clock this after- 


noon. 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 


Illinois Lutherans Opposed to State Inter- 
ference. 

Cuicaco, Ill., March 22.—The German 
Lutheran Church has demanded the uncon- 
ditional repeal of the compulsory school law. 
The demand was made last night, in acon- 
vention composed of five delegates from 
each German Lutheran congregation in Cook 
County andthe country round about. Five 

red men crowded into a hall in the big 
-preentemt German Lutheran Church, on 
Marshfield avenue, near Twelfth street, and 
bitterly denounced the law. They repre- 
sented 25,000 German Lutherans who have 
votes inthe Northern Illinois. The demand 
was embodied in resolutions as follows: 

Whereas the resent compulsory educa- 
tion law of lllinols has not been amended, as 
had been promised by the declarations em- 
bodied in the platform of both political par- 
ties in 1890, and, 

Whereas. the proceedings of the late ses- 
sion of the Illinois Legisiature have shown 
that it is utterly impossible so to amend said 
law as to wipe outall its objectionable feat- 
ures; therefore, 

Resolved, that we demand an unconditional 
repeal of the present obnoxious compulsory 
education law, and shall make its repeal our 
main campaign issue in the State election of

Berry Turner, the Notorious Kentucky 
Desperado, Captured. 


HUNTED ouT OF HIS STRONGHOLD IN 
CUMBERLAND GAP. 


~ 


Another Tragic Chapter in the History of 
a Family Feud Which Numbers Scores 
of Victims—Killing of Three of Parton 
Side Recently—Berry Turner’s Red 
Record. 


PINEVILLE, Ky., March 22.—At last the 
noted outlaw, Berry Turner, whose crimes 
rival those of any desperado this wild mount- 
ain region has produced, is in custody. He 
was taken yesterday near the little town of 
White Oaks,just across the line in Tenn essee. 
He had left his lonely cabin on the mouatain 
and had secreted himselfin the house ofa 
brother-in-law, where he was found and 
captured by Sheriff Colson and a posse of 
deputies. This may end the notorious 
Turner-Parton feud. The cause of Berry’s 
evacuation of his stronghold near Cumberland 
Gap, Was a raid made on it Saturday by four 
of the Partons, in which Turner anda few of 
his friends who have clung to 
him, were driven out with the loss of one of 
their number, Ike Parker, who was found in 
the deserted cabin dying from a wound 
made by a Winchester bullet in the thigh, 

The furner-Parton feud, of which the 
present developments may prove tobe the 
closing Chapter, has existed for eight years 
and has cost a score or more of lives. It has 
rivaled in {tts bloody details the notorious 
Hatfleld-McCoy vendetta. Without tracing 
the feud back to its origin its intention will 
be shown in the fact that within the past 
month three men implicated init have been 
sete and Ike Parker’s death makes the 
our ° 

The killing of the three menon the Parton 
side, Manuel Parton, Lee Davis and Will 
Jobes, by the Turners, hastened the capture 
of the desperate outlaw. Sam Parton and 
his friends had sworntotake Berry Turner 
dead or alive, 

Six weeks ago Parton posted himself ata 
convenient distance froma house in which 
Turner was fortified with a number of his 
gang. It was probably Parton’s intention to 
shoot Turner at the first opportunity, but the 
latter had too much cunning. The outlaw 
discovered the whereabouts of his would-be 
Slayer and at an unguarded moment suc- 
ceeded in drawing a bead on the latter and 
Sent a ball from his Winchester, crashing 
through Parton’s head, The body of Parton 
was allowed to lie in the woods for four days, 
his friends being afraid to attempt to 
rescue it. When it was finally taken away 
the body had been partially devoured by 
hogs. This murder only fired the Parton 
faction to more desperate warfare against 
the Turner side, and about two weeks after- 
ward they madea bold attempt to avenge 
the death of one oftheir men. The attempt 
was disastrous tothe Partons, as two more of 
thelr number were killed. The Par- 
tons had surrounded the Turner strong- 
hold, but instead of taking the army, 
were themselves taken in. They were 
fired upon from the Turner house, and be- 
fore they could realize that their presence 
had been discovered Lee Davis and Bill Jones, 
two of the leading men of the Parton faction 


had been pierced by bullets from the deadly 
Win r hundred shots 


were exchanged and some of the Turner fac- 
tion are said to have been wounded. 

After the killing of Davis and Jones it. was 
determined to organize a posse of officers 
from Bell County, this State, and the adjoin- 
ing county of Claiborne, across the line in 
Tennessee. The result of this move was the 
driving of Berry Turner from hits fortified 
cabinin the mountains and his capture yes- 
terday. 

Berry Turner its one of the most desperate 

men who ever troubled the region about 
Cumberland Gap and along the border of 
Tennessee and Kentucky. He knows no fear 
and never rests until he has killed the man 
against whom he hasa grudge, whether for 
fancied or real cause. He is atypical mount- 
aineer, tall and athletic, with steel gray eyes 
and Diack hair. He bas alweys gone heavily 
armed, having on his person two Colt’s six- 
shooter revolvers, and besides carried a 
Winchester. He is adead shot and rarely, 
if ever, failstokilithe manheaims at. No 
one knows exactly how many menhe has 
Killed, the number being variously given 
from ten to fifty. Turner is 35 years old. 
Nearly all of his relatives have been Killed in 
the feud. 
- Turner’s stronghold was just on the line of 
Tennessee and Kentucky, about half way be- 
tween Jellica and Cumberiand Gap. It is 
awild, mountainous region, with only here 
and there a small clearing to mark the cabin 
ofa mountaineer. The mountains are lofty 
and very steep and covered with a dense 
growth of poplar, while in the hollows there 
is an aimost impenetrable thicket or laurel 
and ivy. 

The few people inthatregion are ignorant 
as to books and the affairs of the world, but 
ascratty as any on earth. It was in these 
same mountains that there were so many 
**bushwhackers’’ during the war, and many 
a poor soldier of each army Hes bleaching in 
these lonely gorges now. These ‘‘bush- 
whackers’’ belonged to neither side and 
murdered for plunder. 

Turner’s cabin is on a mountain stream 
Known as Clear Fork or Creek, which goes 
into the Cumberland River. 

That part of the world where three States 
corner in the mountainous regions about 
Cumberland Gap has been famous for feuds 
and killers. Next to Berry Turner, Andy 
Johnson, who has the reputation of being the 
notorious mountain terror in this part of the 
country, is still living in this vicinity, but for 
some time past has been errs: a quiet life, 
and has joined the church and takes quitea 
a leading part in religious works of various 
kinds. e still bears the mark of a wound he 
received in one of his shooting scrapes a 
number of years ago. It is the absence of his 
left eye, which was shot out by an soar 
who afterward gloried in the feat and boaste 
about itto Johnson on frequent occasions, 
and called him his ‘‘one-eyed rooster, 

Johnson had sixteen victims of his uner- 
ring aim, and he smothered his anger at be- 
ing wounded as long as he could, and finally 
decided to kill the man who had maimed 
him. Hechosea certain Sunday as the time

HAD ADDED THIRTEEN DEATHS 

To his list. His victim was attending church 
services, and after the congregation was dis- 
missed startea for home with his brother 
and daughter, aged about 17. They drove 
past Johnson, who raised his gun. Three 
shots rang out in quick succession and the 
three persons rolled from their seats dead, 
Johnson was never punished for this deed. 


TAKEN TO MIDDLESBOROUGH. 

MIDDLESBOROUGH, Ky., March 22.—Sheriff 
Colson of Bell County to-day brought in Berry 
Turner, the much-feared desperado, For his 
arrest $600 reward has been offered. The 
Sherif with four deputies, all armed with 
Winchesters, surrounded Turner in the 
cabin, where his sister lives, and when he 
emerged, armed to the teeth, the five Win- 
chesters persuaded him to surrender. He was 
placed in the jail and will be securely 
guarded, Only a few years ago Turner es- 
caped from prison here where he had been 
confined on a charge of murder.

PHILADELPHIA, March 22.—When the State 
Board of Charities meets at Huntingdon to- 
morrow a mass of startling information will 
be laid before it by State Senator Osborne of 
this city bearing upon the cruelties and bar- 
barities infilctod upon the inmates of 
the Pennsylvania Industrial Rerormatory. 


The names and numbers of the eighty-three 
boys will be presented, all of whom have 
been victims of long confinement in solitary 
cells and in’most instances have also been 
whipped with water-soaked leather straps, 
chained to iron bars above their heads or to 
the floors, and in some cases compelled to 
carry a balland chain. Some ofthe victims, 
it is charged, were Jriven into insanity and 
attempted suicide.

charmers,’’ have confessed to robbing dead 
and living patients at the hospital. Patients 
did not die fast enough for them, so they 
rifled the clothing of sieeping patients.

The Texas Champion of- Tariff Reduc- 
tion Elected. 


ENTHUSIASTIC INDORSEMENT OF THE 
LONE STAR LEADER, 


Chilton Withdraws—The Formal Vote to 
Be Completed in Joint Session of the 
Legislature—Hill Reported to Have 
Stepped Off the Presidential Track— 
Political News. | 


AUSTIN, Tex., March 22.—At 12 o’clock to- 
day each branchof the Texas Legislature 
went through the form of an election for 
United States Senator. Oulbertson and 
Chilton having withdrawn, Representative 
Roger Q. Mills was the only candidate 
placed in nomination, and he was declared 
elected by acclamation. To-morrow the 
Senate and House meet in joint session to 
ratify the election. 

Mr. Mills is in his 60th year and the 
present is his twentieth yearas a member of 
Congress. He isa native of Kentucky, re- 
moving to Texas in 1849.. He has served in 
the Texas Legislature, and was Colonel of the 
Tenth Texas Infantry inthe War of the Re- 
bellion. : 

Mr. Mills was nominated by acclamation 
for Congress in 1872. and elected by a hand- 
some majority, andevery twoyears since 
that performance has been repeated. He has 
never had any opposition at home worthy of 
the name, and has never found it necessary 
to formally appeal to his constituents for in- 
dorsement. is hold upon his people was 
established early and it;+has never been 
shaken. 

The eariler Congressional experience of Mr. 
Mills was without note. He was recognized 
asastrong debater anda thoughtful man, 
but his committee assignments gave him 
only limited opportunities. "It was not till 
the great financial agitation of 1877, 1878 and 
1879 that the now famous Texan attracted at- 
tention to himself, He entered into the dis- 
cussion of the money question inthe House 
with characteristic earnestness, and while in 
pursuit of studies on that ling became an ad- 
vanced tariff reformer. 

His record in Congress of recent years is 
familiar to newspaper readers. His ambi- 
tion wasto be Speaker of the House, which 
met defeat by the election of Urisp of Georgia, 
the incidents of the memorable contest being 
still fresh In the public mind. Had Mr. Mills 
been made Speaker, it is unlikely that he 
would have been a candidate to-day for the 
Senate, His lifeis plain. He has no fortune, 
but lives comfortably and contentedly on his 
salary asa member of the House. He is not 
a money-maker, 

in appearance Mr, Mills carries none of the 
ordinary traces of sixty years. His color is 
as high as thatofa young man of 30, and his 
form is as erect as that ofanindian. He 
walks rapidly and with the airof the preoc- 
cupled man, His eyes are dark and full of fire 
ana expression. He dresses plainly and 
generally in black. 


**I CAN’T BE ELECTED,’’ 


SENATOR HILL’S REPLY TO THE MICHIGAN 
DEMOCRATS. 

DETRGIT, Mich., March 22.—A Republican 
paper to-day will say that David Bennett 
Hillhas sent word secretly to liis Michigan 
friends that he is nota candidate for the 
Presidency. The paper declares that the 
Democratic State Convention, to be held at 
Muskegon, May 4, will send to Chicago an 
uninstructed delegation with secret instruc- 
tions to follow the vote of New York, assur- 
ances being given that Hill Is not a candidate.

LABOR NEWS 


Status of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Strike. 

CEDAR RaPips8, Io., March 22.—The news- 
papers of the country are not doing full jus- 
tice to men who are striking on the Oanadian 
Pacific,’’ said Grand Secretary W.P. Daniels 
of the Order of Railway Conductors to a re- 
porter yesterday. ‘‘Tnose men,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘are only asking for common justice, 
and there was no thought of striking until 
they were absolutely forced into it by officers 
ofthe ‘road. The true story of the affair 
follows: During the latter part of January a 


committee, representing the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors and the Trainmen who 
were employed on the Western Divi- 
sion of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
presented to their officials a request for some 
ncrease of pay and correction of injustices 
which existed. Increase of pay was the 
major portion of the demand made. Freight 
conductors received but 2% cents * e 
while standard pay for men in that work ali 
over the country is8 cents. The lowest paid 
anywhere in the United States, save on a few 
Small roads, is 29-10 cents, and it will readily 
be seen that there was abundant reason for 
demanding an increase. General Superin- 
tendent White refused any concessions what- 
ever, and when the committee decided to 
call upon the officers of their organizations, 
they were told that if they did not 
immediately return to work they would he 
discharged. They refused and were dis- 
rage Grand Chief Conductor Clark went 
to Winnipeg, and after an interview with Mr. 
White the dismissed men were reinstated. 
Mr. White advised them thatas soon as he 
could make a visit to Montreal and consult 
with the general manager he would call them 
together at Winnipeg and take up the matter 
of their request. After his return the com- 
mittee met him and made an honest endeavor 
to reach a settlement of the wage question. 

**While White kept his promise to meet 
with his men once more, he did not keep that 
portion relating to settlement. On the con- 
trary he absolutely refused to do anygeras 
asked of him by the committee a they 
were obliged again to send for their officers, 
Grand Chief Clark being sick in bed, Brother 
Garrotson went to Winnipeg and with Brother 
Wilkinson of the trainmen sought to make 
an amiable settlement of the difficulty. They 
were met by a point blank refusal on the 
part of White not ig, * to accede to the de- 
mands of the men, but evento discuss the 
question withthem. Then the old order to 
shut upand go home orbe discharged was 
increased by the order ‘leave the railroad 
organizations or be discharged.’ This was 
followed by the discharge of thirty con- 
ductors and their brakemen because they re- 
fused to leave their respective orders, 

‘*The men had been prying for two months 
to get an opportunity for a fair hearing upon 
their side of the wage question, only to be 
met by this injustice,and it proved too much. 
They struck and, what is more, will stay out 
until they secure that hearing. Telegrams 
received to-day state that the reports being 
sent out by the company in regard to securing 
men totake the places of the strikers are 
grossly exaggerated. It is only with the 
greatest difficulty they areable tofind men 
enough to keep passenger trains running,and 
no freight is being moved. Men on the Pa- 
cific Division o@the road are ready to strike 
to-night ifa settiement is not made, and we 
have arranged that, 
engine department wiil aid us. - 
the situation is needless to rallroad men of 
the country.’’ 


A ROW IN THE COUNCIL. 

CHICAGO, Ill., March 22.—There is a pros-

Council of Chicago, which may result in the 
total disorganization of that central body. 


Hugh McRay of Boston and William F. Ab- 
rams of Detroit, members of the National 
Executive Board of the Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners of America, are in the 
city forthe purpose of investigating amen. 
irregularities in the Council, and to order the 
withdrawalof the Brotherhood delegates in 
case these charges are found to have any 
foundation. 

The charges against the council is failure 
to properly account for the fands which have 
been collected from the various unions re 
resented therein.

ENGLAND'S ANSWER | 


Lord Salisbury’s Reply Discussed im 


Cabinet To-Day. 


BELIEF THAT A COUNTER PROPOSITION 
HAS BEEN MADE. 


The United States Asked to GiveIndem= — 
nity to Canadian Poachers in Caseot — 
an Adverse Decision—Mystery Sure 
rounding the Movement of Sir Beden 
Powell—Naval Preparations. 


WasHIneTor, D. C., March 22.—Lord Salis- 
bury’s reply to Acting Secretary of State 
Wharton’s note of March 8, was laid before — 
the Cabinet at its session to-day, aadwas 
the sole topic of discussion. The Cabinet 
met with unusual promptitude, anda few 
minutes after the hour of assembling (11:30 
a.m.) every member, with the exception of 
Secretary Blaine, was in his seat. The dis- 
cussion throughout was earnest, evidencing 
the importance of the matter under consid- 
eration, and was participated in by every 
member present, the President assuming @ 
leading part... It was some time after 1 
o’clock when the Cabinet adjourned. 

Prior to the Cabinet meeting Acting Secre- 
tary Wharton, accompanied by Sir Baden 
Powell, one of the Canadian agents of the 
commission recently in session here, called.

The prés- 
ence here at thistime of Sir Baden Powell, 
who was thought to be in Canada, is regara- 
ed as highly significant.

Rumor has it that he was the 
bearer of some official communication from 
the Canadian Premier on the subject.

Wasuirctor, D, C©., March 22,--The de- 
bate on the Bland silver bill being one of the 
vital questions ofthe day, the public mani- 
fasted its interest by crowding the galleries 
ata very early hour. 

The executive and diplomatic galleries con- 
tained several officials and foreign diplomats, 
the fifst occupants of these galleries this ses- 
sion since the opening days of Congress. On 
the floor the attendance at 12 o’clock was not 
noticeably larger than on ofdinary 
occassions. An hour iater, how- 
ever, the seats were well filled 
and close attention was paid to the 
remarks of Mr. Bland, who opened the dis- 
cussion. Mr. Bland arose to speak when Mr. 
Tracey of New York made a point of order 
immediately the bill was read, that under the 
rule it should be considered in Committee of 
the Whole. The speaker stated that he had 
examined this matter when the bill was re- 
ported and it was referred, as he thought, 
properly to the House calendar. An examina- 
tion of this question was raised In the Fiftieth 


Congress. s 
Mr. Dingley of Maine stated that the bill 


then did not have a provision in it for the 


coinage of notes. 
The Speaker said’ that as he understood the 


law there was no special appropriation made 
by this bill. 

Mr. Dingley said this was a charge de- 
volved upon the Treasury that treasury notes 
should be prepared and cxchanged for the

‘*This bill,’’ said Mr. Bland, in opening the 
discussion, ‘‘proposes to go back 100 years in 
the matter of coinage: It was just 100 years 
ago thatthe wise founders of this Govern- 
ment, in pursuance, adopted what we cal 
‘the double standard.’ They provided for 
the coinage of gold and silver without limit 
at the mints of the United States; that silver 
should be colned the same as gold, 
should have the same advantages and the 
Saree recognition. The silver dollars 
should consist of 3714-100 grains of silver— 

recisely the dollar of silver that is called 
orinthis bill. This bill provides that gold 
and silver shail be coined at the ratio fixed 
by the act of 1827. which was called the ‘ratio 
of ié6toi,’ or more yy f it is 15.98 tol. 
This bill provides that gold and silver shall 

equal at the mints. fApplause. | 

‘*In order thatthis qtiality should be pre- 
served, itis necessary that silver should be 
put on the same plane in regard to the issue 
of certificates at the mintasth® gold. To- 
day the law provides that gold bullion may 
be taken to the mint of the United States and 
certificates issued to the Owner, or that he 
may be paid for it in money. It is not re- 
quired for its coinage.’’ 

Mr. Bland here sent to the Clerk’s deska 
letter from the Director of the-Mint, dated 
March 16, 1892, stating that the cost of coin- 
age of silver would be abouta cent and 
a half per dollar and that $45,000,000 in 
round figures could be coined every year. 

Continuing Mr. Bland stated that while this 
bill placed gold and silveron an equality in

COIN NOTES PROPOSED, 

In the course of his argument Mr. Bland 
stated that he had agreed to and would pro. 
pose later an amendment to that portion of 
the bill providing that coin notes shall be 
issued as rapidly as bullion is deposited. He 
would move atthe proper time to amend by 
providing that the coin notes shall be issued 
as rapidly as the mints found it practicable 
to coin the ballion. 

In arguing fora greater volume of money, 
Mr. Bland said that he would admit that the 
refined system of credits which has grown up 
in the country does to a certain extent econo- 
mize the use of money, but in the end the day 
of pee ofthese obligations always came 
and then we must have money.

The Court of Appeals Criticizes the 
Supreme Court. 


A RULE LAID DOWN BYIT PRONOUNCED 
UNWISE. 


A Case Involving the Issue Reversed and 
Remanded tothe Circuit Court—Testi- 
mony inths Smith Will Contest Case— 
The Injunction Proceedings Against 
the Smelting and Refining Oo. 


The Court of Appeals met to-day and 
handed down seventeen opinions. In the 
case of Wm, Huettemann, curator of the es- 
tate of Alice Pielsticker, a minor, against 
Viesselmann and Mary Viesselmann, the full 
bench of the Court of Appeals took occasion 
to severely criticise a ruling of the Supreme 
Court, under the guidance of which the Cir- 
cuit Court decided the case. The Appellate 
Court reverses the ruling and remands the 
case back to the Circuit Court for a new trial. 
The opinion was written by Judge Biggs, all 
the judges concurring, and recites as fol- 
lows: . 

‘*Alice Pielsticker is the illegitimate child 
of Minnie Pielsticker, deceased. The defend- 
ant, Mary Viesselmann, wife of Henry Vies.-. 
sefmann, was the stepmother of Minnie. At 
the time of the latter’s death her life was 
insured in the Order of Chosen Friends for 
$1,000, and her stepmother Was nam€d as the 
beneficiary in thecertificate., The dues and 
assessments were paid by the deceased. 
Alice was 9 years old when her mother 
died, and this action was instituted 
by her curator, in which he 
claims, and on the trial jattempted 


to prové that Mary Viesselmann was named 
in the certificate with the understanding and 
agreement that she would hold the insurance 
money as trustee for Alice. It was 
also averred that Mrs. Viesselmann 
had collected the money and in 
violation ofthetrust had turned it over to 
her husband, who had used it in {the pur- 
chase of certain realestate inthecity of St. 
Louis, the title towhich had been vested in 
him. ‘The answer wasa general denial. At 
the conclusion of the plaintiff’s evidence the 
Circuit Court sustained a demurrer tothe 
evidence, dismissed the bill and entered 
judgment for costs against the plaintiff. 

‘*On the appeal the plaintiff Insists that the 
conceded tacts and circumstances when 
supplemented by the oral evidence 
introduced by him were sufficient to estab- 
lish the trust. It is conceded by the defend- 
ant that a trust in réspect of personal prop- 
erty need not be proven by a writing, but 
they argue that the oral evidence as tothe 
subject matter and purposes of sucha trust 
and the person or persons who are to take 
the beneficial interest must be clear. 
This is undoubtedly - the 
(Kramer vs. McCoughey, 11 Mo., App. 
426), but the attendant circumstances 
in a particular case may be such as to require 
but slight independent proof in order to 
authorize a court of 
clare such a trust. Porter Vs. 
Bank, 19 Vermont 410; Chadwick vs. 
Chadwick, 59 Michigan 87: Custance 
vs. Ounningham, 13 Bead, 363; George vs, 
Howard, 7 Price, 646; Boston V8. Slater, 19 L, 
R. Eq. 250, 8. C. 10 L. R. Oh, App. 431; Fowkes 
vs. Pascal, 10Ch. App. 343. ese authort- 
ties decide that in determining whether 
the transfer of personal 
Was intended as a gift or trust 
the circumstances surrounding the parties 
are very material. Ih Porter vs. Bank 
Supra and Chadwick ys. Chadwick supra it 
is held that trusts Im personalty may be 
implied or may result from certain circum. 
stances requiring their existances for pur: 
poses of equity. 

**Now let us 100K into the evidence and the 
attendant circumstances, with a view of de- 
termining whether they established a 
prima facie case of trust. If so. then 
the court efre in sustaining the 
demurrer to the evidence, and the 
cause must be remanded anda the 
defendants required to answer the plaintiff’s 
case. We wish to say in this connection that 
although the Supreme UCourt (Leeper vs. 
Bates, 85 Mo., 224) has given a qualified ap- 

roval of the practice of sustaining demurrers 
© plaintiff’s eviience in an equity case 
we think that it isa practice which ought no 
to be encouraged, A court of equity, as a

This 
morning Iwas in court, and when the case 
was called I found it had been 
dismissed. I went to Mr. Butler, the City 
Attorney, and asked why it was so treated, 
and I was told that it was because 
he wanted itso. I could get no information 
of any Kind anywhere.» This man Johnny I 
saw give Whitelaw $3. I don’t know what it 
was for. I wentright in and asked to have 
my case tried, but could not. I was told I 
was lucky in getting off so easily. After that 
I went to Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Estep, and he would not do any- 
thing. I was referred to the Chief, 
and then down to Capt. Young, and it was 
the same Story all around. A little later some 
man, afriendof Whitelaw, came to me, and 
told me I had better stay away from 
there, as 1 would get into trouble 
and may be locked up again, 
So I gave the thing up after trying to get sat- 
isfaction before a justice of the peace. I 
have been damaged by having my house door 
broken, I have been locked up in the hold- 
over for no offense at all, and had to pay $3 
on top of itail to get bond.’’ 

At the Four Courts it was found that on 
City Attorney Butler’s docket the cases 
against both men were marked D. W. P., 
no means dismissed for want of prosecu-

Verdict in the Grogan Case. 

The inauest on the body of Michael Grogan, 
who was shot by Jim Leary at Dougherty’s 
saloon, on Sixth and Spruce streets, last 
Friday morning, was coucluded this fore- 
The only witness who testified was 


Christy Masterson, Dougherty’s barkeeper. 
According to his testimony, Grogan entered 
the soloon from the back way with a friend 
named Hergot and said at once that they had 
come to kill Leary. Grogan thereupon at- 
tacked him with a broom handle and his: 
friend knocked him down with his 
fists and jumped on hiro and 
kicked him. Leary managed to. get 
on his feet again and then Grogan rushed at 
him with a pistol. Masterson got between 
them and caught hold of the pistol and was 
shot in the hand. Another shot was fired 
and then Leary pulled his gun and shot 
Grogan in the groin. 

The jury found that Grogan came tohis 
death from ‘ta gunshot wound in the bowels, 
said wound being inflicted by one James 
Leary at3 a. m., March 18, at Dougherty’s 
saloon on Sixth and Elm streets.’’ 

The jury did not consider the killing jus- 
tiflable on the part of Leary and the Coroner 
would have held himif he had had him, but 
the man made his escape after the shooting 
and hasn’t been seen since, although the 
police have been looking for him.

Action of the Legislature Relative to 
Mississippi River Improvements. 


THE HOUSE APPROVES OF THE MOVE- 
MENT INAUGURATED IN THIS CITY. 


The Julian Resolution to Tax Franchises 
for the Benefit of the State University 
Knocked Out—Poor Prospects of an In- 
crease in Judicial Salaries—“The As- 
sembly Preparing to Adjourn. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 22.—The House 
was in session an hour this morning and 
adopted a series of resolutions thoroughly in 
accord with the Governor’s special message, 
submitted late yesterday afternoon, 
recommending the indorsement of 
the bill pending in Congress to 


make a separate and yearly allowance for the 
improvement of the Mississippi river. The 
resolutions urge Missouri’s Senators and 
Congress to push the movement. 

The next order was the Julian bill to tax 
franchises tor the support of the State Uni- 
versity, This was defeated. 

The Governor’s special message, which led 
to the adoption of the resolutions this morn- 
ing, was as follows: 

THE MESSAGE. 


Itis dificult to overestimate the importance to 
Missouri of the improvement of the Mississippi 
River, andthe securing of agood stage of water 
from the mouth of the Missouri to the jetties. It 
would cheapen the transportation of our surplus 
products totne consuming markets of Europe and 
every decline in freight rates works a corresponding 
advance in the value of the products exported. 

The people of the Mississippi Valley have for years 
been endeavoring toimpress upon the Federal Con- 
gress the claims for special] attention, possessed by 
the Mississippi River. 

he large increase in population during the last 
decade in the States washed By the Mississippi 
River and the large gg pe which these States 
contribute to the wealth of the country, justify the 
Federal Congress in separating improvement of the 
Mississippi River from the general riverand harbor 
bill and in giving to that great ‘‘iniand sea’’ a con- 
tinued annual appropriation of sufficient magnitude 
toinsure a depth of eight feet of water from the 
Missouri River to the Guif at all seasons of the year. 

The commercial and manufacturing associations of 
St. Louis soolizing that low water rates to the ocean 
regulate the freight charges on all rail shipments 
between the Mississippi tiverand the Atlantic sea- 
board, have united in a movement to =, gy upon 
Congrese the necéssity of providing liberaily for the 
improvement of the yey se River. 

A bill for that purpose has been introduced in the 
Senate and made a special order for Tuesday, Mareh 


A memorial to the Fifty-second Congress, prepared 
under the direction of three commercial organiza- 
tionsand the Municipal Governmentof St. Louis,

Irecommend that you take scuch action as will 
strengthen our Seuators and Representatives in the 
Congress in support of this worthy movement. 

Following are the resolutions referred to in 
the Governor’s message: 

Whereas, A memorial of the Merchants’ Exchange 
of St. Louis, the industrial bodies and the Municipal 
Government of the City of St. Louis has been pre- 
sented to the Congress of the United States (a copy 
of which has also been laid before this body) setting 
forth the necessities of the Mississippi Valiey in re- 
spect to the transportation of their products and the 
permanent improvement of the Mississippi River; 


and 

Whereas, The complete and comprehensive view 
of the facts therein contained conclusively proves 
that the improvement of the Mississippi River will 
go far- towards solving the question of transporta- 
tion, affording to the people of different sections of 
our country the opportunity forthe interchange of 
their products at less cost: and, 

Whereas, The measures therein advocated are in 
the highest degree national in character and of 
specialimportance noftalone to the people of Mis- 
souri, but to the people of every Statein the Mis- 
sissippi Valleys; therefore be it 

Resolved, vy the Senate, the House of Represent- 
atives concurring, Thatour Senators and Kepresent- 
atives in Congress be requested to give their earnest 
support to the measure proposed in said memorial to 
the end that the main channé! of the Mississippi 
River may be permanently amproved, and be made 
a highway of commerce to the people of ail the 
States in the Mississippi Valiey.

STATE REVENUE FUND DEFICIT. 


In his message on the subject to the 
called session Gov. FRANCIS shows con- 
clusively that an act reducing the tax rate 
to 15 cents from 20 on the $100 is impera- 
tively necessary, But he does not show 
very clearly how the resulting deficit in 
the Revenue Fund is to be made good. 

He mentions reversions amounting to 
$190,000 from former appropriation aggre- 
gates, but in trying to figure out rever- 
sions from the aggregate appropriations 
made by the present General Assembly he 
specifies only a probable reversion 
of $75,000 from the penitentiary ap- 
propriations. He is confident the 
eleemosynary institutions will not 
draw all of their money, but how much of 
it will revert he does not say. He refers 
in the same indefinite way to an expected 
increase of revenue from fees, licenses, 


—, 


etc., and concludes with a suggestion that 


the next Legislature will be in session 
soon enough to make provision against a 


revenue fund deficit. 


This, however, does not coincide with 


the view taken by Auditor SEIBERT in his 


report, where, after showing that the 
lower rate upona valuation increased to 
$910 ,000 ,000 will yield $390,445 less than the 
former rate and valuation, he says dis- 
tinctly: ‘‘It will be impossible to meet the 
demands on the Revenue Fund with a re- 
duction of $390,445 in the receipts.’’ 

But it is no secret that State Treasurers 
have found a somewhat irregular way of 
accomplishing this ‘‘impossible’’ feat, 
With several overflowing funds under 
their control, a deficitin any one of them 
can be made good by a temporary diver- 
sion from the others. 

In this eonnection it should have oc- 
curred to the Governor that the Revenue 
Fund would be substantially aided in such 
emergencies by a new statute turning over 
to it about $25,000 per annum now pocket- 
ed by coal oil inspectors in excess of fair 
compensation for their work.

TIRED OF IT. 


How the Grand-Jury Reaclied Its 
Ziegenhein Verdict. 


> 
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Time Pressed, and the Jurors Wanted 
~ to Get Through. 


THE EVIDENCE IGNORED BECAUSE GON 
TAINED IN “NEWSPAPER STORIES.” 


With One Grand-Juror Knowing the Abso- 
lute Truth of the ‘Newspaper Stories, ’ 
Such Evidence Was Discredited and 
Witnesses Refused a Hearing — The 
Law, Its Violation and the Penalty 
Shown in Vain-Some Remarkable 
Grand-Jury Admissions. 


The St. Louls Grand-jury, which was dis: 
charged yesterday, rendered an astounding 
verdict in the Ziegenhein investigation. 

That body declared that there was no evyi- 
dence found supporting certain charges 
against City Coliector Ziegenhein’s manage- 
ment of the dramshop license department of 
his office. 

This verdict was drawn up while there still 
sat in the Grand-jury witness-room volun- 
tary witnesses ready to testify to the truth of 
charges made tothe Grand-jury, but whose 


testimony had just been refused by the 
Grand-jury,. 

This verdict was made with the great mass 
of evidence offered to the Grand jury ignorea 
andalistvof sixty-four witnesses offered to 
the Grand jury allowed to go unheard with- 
outa summonsto appear before the Grand 


jury. 

This verdict was made inthe face of Col- 
lector Ziegenhein’s own published testimony 
before the Councjl investigating Committee 
to the effect that he habitually and systemat- 
ically violated certain laws governing the 
dramshop license department of his office. 

This verdict was made despite the fact that 
before the Grand-jury’s eyes there then lay a 
ro of the very laws governing the City 
Collector’s office which he had confessed to 
having violated, 

This verdict was made despite the fact that 
there the also lay before the Grand-jury a 
copy of the statutory penalty provided for 
the very violation of law which the City Col- 
lector confessed to having committed. 

This verdict was made even while the 
Grand-jury returned indictments against six 
dive-keepers to whom licenses had been reg- 
ularly issued and renewed by the City Col- 
lector, while they committed the violations 
of law for which they were indicted. 

The verdict in itself was astounding, as 
stated. Butthe reasons given by one of the 
Grand-jurors for returning such a verdict are 
far mote astounding. They aretwoin num. 
ber, 

The first wasthatthe Grand-jury discred- 
ited the charges against the Oity Collector’s 
office because they were contained in 
‘‘newspaper stories.’’ 

The second was that the Grand-jury did 
not have time to investigate the charges 
fully. 

The Grand-juror giving the above reasons 
to account for the **Zeigenhein verdict’’ was 
himself personally congnizant of one ofthg 
stories published inthe Posr-DISPATCH, up- 
on which the charges had been based, 
The story had been told in the 
Post-DISPATCH by the fatherof the Grand- 
juror in question. The Grand-juror acknowl- 
edges that the sto as told in the Posrt- 
DISPATCH was absolutely Correct, Yet all 
such evidence was allowed to be discredited 
by the Grand-jury, because it was contained 
in ‘‘newspaper stories.’ 

As tothe alleged igck of time in which to 
properly ve a tg the charges, thatisa 
matter which the law governing Grand- 
jurors doubtless covers. 

The following account indicating the way 
in which such a verdict was reached will be 
found interesting and deeply significant: 

MATTHEW J. GILBERT. 

Grand Juror Matthew J. Gilbert was seen 
and discussed the action of the Grand-jury as 
far as he felt at Mberty to do so. He said in 
answer tothe questions put to him: 

‘*The matter of alleged irregularities in the 
dramshop license department of Collector 
Ziegenhein’s office was brought before the 
Grand-jury by complaints to that effect, ac- 
companied by the names of witnesses. Ido 
not know how how many witnesses were 
summoned in all, But we summoned all 
whose names were reported tous, and not 
more than half of them came before us in an- 
swerto thesummons. We did not summon 
the sixty-four witnesses named in the Posr- 
DiIsPATcH of Oct. 13 because we wished first 
to get through with those cases reported to 
us. We did not investigate the twenty cases 
reported through the Post-Dispatcu for the 
same reason. The cases that were reported 
to us with the names of the witnesses did not 
pan out very well, The witnesses only gave 
hearsay evidence, which could not be used. 
We refused to hear the witnesses who came 

esterday morning because the investigation 

ad closed. If they had come on Saturday 
we would have heard them. 

‘*Wedid not call on the Assessor’s office 
for evidence to support the Coliector’s books 
and papers because there was no need fo, 
The witnesses who were testifying against 
the Collector themselves acknowledged that 
the signatures to the petitions which he pro- 
duced were genuine and were those of a 
majority of the assessed tax-payers of the 

k 


lock. 

‘*We did not call Collector Ziegenhein before 
the Grand-jury for the reason that the de- 
fendant in a Grand-jury investigation cannot 
be made to testify against himself. We are 
satisfied with the work we did in this inves- 
tigation.’’ 

Mr. Gilbert then made some remarkable ad- 
missions as tothe ure and method of the 
Grand-jury investi ion. 

‘*You stated, Mr. Gilbert, that the Grand- 
jury did not summon any witnesses save 
those formally reported to the body. Why 
was that?’’ 

‘*Because it seemed useless... The witnesses 
we did examine in thecases brought before 
us could only give hearsay evidence, and we 
did not have time to waste listening to 
that sort of evidence, We did not think the 
other cases would amount to anreng. ees 

**Whatireason had you to think that,’’ | 

‘‘Only because the cases we did have turned 
outthat way. The Grand-jury seemed to 
look upon the chargéesas newspaper stories 
and did not believe them.’’ 

**Because they were newspaper stories?’’ 

‘*Well, that seemed to prejudice the Grand- 
jury against the cases,’’ 

‘“Among those newspaper stories, Mr. 
Gilbert, there was one published on the au- 
thority of your father, namely, the case of 
the saloon on Park and Calitornia avenues, 
Were the facts in that case published as your 
father told them?’’ 

‘*Yes, they were,’’ 

‘‘Then was there any reason to believe 
that the other cuses were not stated with 

ual care and correctness ?’’ e 

‘*I do not know that there was.

row social life and made no display whatever 
of his wealth. He was living in Kirkwood 
then, and came into the city every few days 
to look after his property. Gov. E. 0. Stan- 
ard was then living in the house, No. 
1419 Chouteau avenue, where the old 
man died. He did not 
intotown until he found that his wife ana 
daughter, Mrs. Ward, were quarreling. Even 
then the daughter suspected the wife of 
wielding extraordinary influence over her 
father and resented it deeply. About the 
time that the old man began to perceive this 
situation clearly Gov. Stanard moved out of 
the Chouteau avenue house and further west. 
Then the Hoffman couple came into town and 
took the house. It was large and uncom- 
fortable forthem to live in alone and the 
thrifty old man and his wife decided to fill 


| the rooms with boarders, so that they might 


have company and also save at least the 
taxes and water licenses by the rent they 
received from the rooms. The boarders, as 
it afterward proved, led to the trouble. 

Mr, Hoffman filed his marriage contract 
with Recorder of Deeds Thos. Farrelly in 
March, 1885. It was a cold day, and the 
Septuagenarian, disclaiming cabs and even 
street cars, walked down town, all bundied 
up, to the Court- house. 

He was waited on by Chief Deputy Recorder 
Nicholas Leonard, who, taking the contract, 
gianced carelessly at the names on the out-

ATTRACTIONS FOR THE WEEK. 


Dixey in Comedy—“Blue Jeans,” “‘Hazel 
Kirke and Others— Musical Events. 

Interest at the Olympic this week cen- 
ters in a young man who has 
been a shining figure on the _ stage 
for some years past.. Those who were cap- 
tivated by Henry E. Dixey’s clever work in 
spectacular burlesque have awaited anxiously 
the outcome of his leap to a higher 
plane of endeavor. They have wondered 
if, stripped ofthe bright and gorgeous sur- 


roundings of burlesque, in which purely 
personal qualities and powers to entertain 
had full scope, Mr. Dixey could still win the 
public; in other words, if he could construct 
character and express humor by legitimate 
methods. 

.Mr. Dixey’s burlesque: work was not with- 
out suggestions of genuine comedy talent. He 
now and then gave bits of characterizations 
and touches of comedy lWumor which were 
earnests of better things. In the opportunity 
given him now tv do better things he in large 
measures fulfils this promise. The oppor- 
tunity is not of the best because the material 
is not of the best, but he undoubtedly suc- 
ceeds in making a distinct personal impres- 
sion and in developing a flavor of individual 
character and unctuous humor, 

In the two plays in which heappears with 
the Charles Frohman Co. there Is a test of his 
versatility. The first, ‘‘The Major’s Appoint- 
ment,’’ isan adaptation of Mrs. Schoyer’s 
story by Nelson Wheatcroft and tieorge 
Backus, Itisatragic episode which may be 
described better as the major’s disappoint- 
ment. Ittellsof an Aprii-fool joke played 
upon an old soldier who ts seeking office. he 
shock following his joy at receiving an ap- 
pointment, which turns out to bea first of 
April trick, resultsin hisdeath. There isa 
touch of tear-compelling pathos in the dra- 
matic sketch. 

Mr. Dixey must be credited with an excel- 
lent degree of success in outlining the char- 
acter of Maj. Huntly and suggesting the 
pathos of the situation. There is, perhaps, a 
tendency to unduly broaden effects, which 
is the remnant of burlesque habits, but this 
is redeemed by neat and artistic touches. 

‘‘The Solicitor’’ is a thoroughly common- 
place farce, in which the usual complications 
fllow an unusual beginning. The fun is 
wrought out of the mutual suspicions of hus- 
bands and wives. Thecab incident is origi- 
nal and taking, but withafew variations of 
ineidents and characters the _ § farce 
is built upon the common entangle- 
ments of its Kind. There are some 
bright lines, and the complications are fre- 
quently amusing. Mr. Dixey has a light anda 
somewhat crude part in Gilbert Brandon, the 
solicitor, but he nevertheless succeeds in 
making a favorable personal impression. The 
grace, ease and magnetism which were char- 
acteristic of his former work are winning 
qualities in his comedy, and he proves that 
he possesses individual humor. His points 
are well made and the humorous possibilities 
of his part cleverly brought out, 

air. Dixey is not yet thoroughly at home in 
his new field. He is not entirely free from 
the habits of burlesque, but he has fine gifts 
and when he masters himself and can bring 
outthe best thatis inhim he should win 
bright success. 

Manager Frohman has surrounded Mr. 
Dixey with a thoroughly capable company. 
Marie Greenwald does sweet and winning 
work in the one-act play and is clever in the 
farce. Josephine Plows-Day is attractive 
and artisticas Mrs. Brandon. Lewis Baker 
gives anamusing impersonation ofthe mili- 
tary swell, and Joseph Frankau should be 
credited with two excellent efforts, Praise is 
due Frank Burbeck, Fred Baxter, Robert 
Hickman, Virginia Buchanan, Beli Bucklin, 
Fannie Cohen and others for good work in 
different lines, 

GRAND ‘*BLUFR JEANS.’’ 

Itisa singular thing that therustic brass 
band which was never known to make a hit 
in real life is sure of an ovation in the theater.
